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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 26-35 
non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 26-35 been cancelled. 

2. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4 and 9-25 are allowed because the instant application is directed to nonobvious 
improvement the cited references. The improvement comprises: 
a gamma correction circuit provided over the substrate; 

an image signal processing circuit provided over the substrate and connected with an 
output line of said gamma correction circuit ; and 

a plurality of photosensors provided over said substrate for changing an output voltage of 
the gamma correction circuit in accordance with a brightness of a surrounding. This patentable 
distinction is included in independent claims 7, 9, and 23. 

a plurality of photosensors provided over a peripheral portion of a substrate; 

a source follower circuit connected with said plurality of photosensors; 

a gamma correction circuit connected with said source follower circuit; 

an image signal processing circuit connected with said gamma correction circuit; 

a source signal line driver circuit connected with said image signal processing circuit; and 

a pixel portion which is connected with said source signal line driver circuit and formed 
over said substrate. This patentable distinction is included in independent claims 13 and 18.
